I have no authority, I have no right, original or 
delegated, to interfere between an honourable Member and 
his taking of the Oath. I have been further asked 
whether, when the House is completed, and after a 
Quorum has been constituted, it would be competent for a 
Motion to be made intervening between the honourable 
Member for Northampton and his taking of the Oath. I 
have come clearly, and without hesitation, to the conclu- 
sion that it would neither be my duty to prohibit the 
honourable Gentleman from coming nor. to permit a 
Motion to be maie standing between him and his taking 
of the Outh. The honourable Member takes that Oath 
under whatever risks may attach to him in a court of law. 
But it is not for me, I respectfully say it is not for the 





House, to enter into any inquisition as to what may be the 
opinious of a Member when he comes to the Table to take 
the Oath. I am bound, and the House is bound, by the 
forms of this House, and by the legal obligation and rights 
of Members.
